NES ADVANTAGE INSTRUCTION MANUAL 


Congratulations on purchasing the new NES ADVANTAGE joystick, the most 
advanced joystick available for the NINTENDO ENTERTAINMENT SYSTEM.® 
It should allow you to get to higher levels, increase your scores, and improve 
game play. 


To play with the NES ADVANTAGE, you need: 


1) The NINTENDO ENTERTAINMENT SYSTEM. 
2) Any Nintendo-approved game pak. 


(NOTE: The slow motion feature will not work with the Robot or gun 
series games, and slow motion results may vary with different 
games.)

@ IMPORTANT — 


Insert connector with white stripe on cord into controller socket #1 

Insert remaining connector into socket #2 

For simultaneous two-player games like BASEBALL, use one of the NES game 
controllers for the second player. Or another NES Advantage Joystick. 
Connecting two NES ADVANTAGE joysticks: 


Insert the first joystick’s connector with the white stripe on its cord into 
controller socket #1. 


Insert the other joystick’s connector with the unstriped cord into controller 
socket #2. 


OPERATION OF THE NES ADVANTAGE 


TURBO RATE CONTROL

PLAYER 1/2 





JOYSTICK — works the same as the control pad on the NES game 
controllers. 


TURBO RATE CONTROL — the Nes Advantage Joystick is equipped 
with adjustable ‘‘Turbo’’ controls which work like an automatic ‘‘Rapid Fire’. 
To activate the Turbo feature for either the A or B button, first push the Turbo 
On/Off button to the Down position (press again to turn off in the Up position.) 
Then hold the A or B button Down and adjust the Turbo rate while playing a 
game. The Turbo rate indicator will flash according to the rate. For best 
results, adjust the Turbo rate control for each game being played. 


SELECT AND START — Works the same as on the NES game 


controllers. 


PLAYER 1/2 SWITCH — on most games, two players can share the 
NES Advantage Joystick. Put the Player 1/2 switch to ‘‘1 Player’’ while the 
first player plays. When the game turn ends, flip the switch to ‘‘2 Player’ and 
the second player can then use the Joystick. 


NOTE: For simultaneous 2 player games like Baseball or Mario Bros., use 
one of the controllers that comes with the NES for the second 
player Plug the NES Advantage into socket #1 using only the plug 
with the white line, and set the Player 1/2 switch to ‘‘1 Player’’ 
Then plug the controller into socket #2. 


NOTE: | you are using two NES Advantage Joysticks switch one to ‘‘1 
player’’ and plug the connector with the white cord into controller 
socket #1. Then switch the second NES Advantage Joystick to ‘‘2 
Player’ and plug that Joystick into controller socket #2 using the 
plug without the white line. 


SLOW — Push the Slow button to the Down position to activate the Slow 
Motion. Use this feature to get through difficult portions of games where the 
action gets too fast. Push the Slow button again (Up position) to turn it off. 


NOTE: Because each game is different, the Slow Motion feature may not 
work well with all the games. It does not work with the Robot or 
Gun Series game paks. And it will only work for the first player 
while switching between ‘‘1 player’’ and ‘‘2 player.’ 


PROPER CARE OF THE NES ADVANTAGE 


Avoid exposure to high temperature, humidity, or severe shocks. 


Keep in a clean, dry place. Water or foreign substances in connector or 
joystick will adversely affect operation. 


Use a scft damp cloth to remove any stains. Do not use abrasives, alcohol 
or solvents to clean. 


When disconnecting the NES Advantage from the Control Deck, grasp the 
connector and pull. Do not pull on the cord as damage may result. 


TROUBLESHOOTING 


SITUATION: The joystick doesn’t work at all. 


POSSIBILITY: — The connectors may not be properly connected. The 
connectors may be in the wrong sockets. The 1P/2P 
switch may be set incorrectly. Try both positions. 


SITUATION: Rapid fire (Turbo) is not working. 


POSSIBILITY: — The game may not be working. Turbo rate may not be 
adjusted properly. Turbo feature may not be turned on.
